At n well attended meeting of the 
Electric Club on Thursday evening, Br. 
Herdt gave an Interesting lecture on 
tln> Montreal Underground Electric 
Conduit system. 

In opening his address, Dr. Merdt 
stated that there are thirty companies 
having rights by charter to erect 
poles and wires In the streets of 
Montreal. The appearance of these I* 
anything hut artistic, to say the least, 
and the risk, especially of high voltage 
lines, is very considerable. 

In June, 1910, a by-law was passed 
authorizing the appointment of a com- 
mission of three engineers, permis- 
sion being granted the city by the 
Provincial Legislature. The commis- 
sion was appointed In 1911. In 1912 
Its powers were extended by an 
amendment, which provided for a con- 
duit system built, operated, and main- 
tained by a commission. All overhead 
systems are to be taken over, and 
no company shall own or operate Its 
own conduit system. 

Work was first begun on St Cath- 
erine street. No adequate survey of 
the city was obtainable, so It was 
necessary to make a complete survey 
of Ihe street. This revealed the fact 
that It was practically Impossible to 
construct a conduit under the street 
between Ihe curbs on account of the 
large number of mains and pipes al- 
ready In existence. It was, therefore, 
decided to place tile conduit on each 
side of the street under the side- 
walks. A well-Illustrated description 
of the conduits ami their construction 
was then given. Briefly, they consist 
at from twenty to thirty clay ducts, 
each measuring 3 1-2 inches square. A 
number of these are well separated 
from the others for special lines, «s 
the fire alarms, police patrol and 
street lighting system. Large man- 
holes are placed ut the street corners 
from which the cables arn drawn 
through. They are placed so us to 
be in line with future extensions on 
the cross streets, and are also con- 
nected to transformer vaults, where 
high voltage Is stepped down for dis- 
tribution. 

Service man -holes are placed nt In- 
tervals along th« street, and from these 
taps are led off underground to the 
buildings. With the exception of a few 
transformer vaults, the work on St. 
Catherine street has been finished 
from Atwater to Paplneau «.venue, and 
Ihe wires will be placed u ulerground 
this spring. 

The Work on Bleury st.r»et Is also 
nearing completion from Pino avenu* 
to Craig street, and other parts at the 
city will be finished this year. 

This work Is being carried out large- 
ly by McUIIl men. Dr. Herdt Is chair- 
man of th» commission. The other 
two engineers ore Mr. R. H. Kelsli and 
Mr. De G. Beaublen, the latter being 
also a McOill graduate. . 

A hearty vote of thanks wss tendered 
Dr. .Herdt for his interesting and In- 
structive address.

The lasl meeting of the Architectural 
Association this session that took place 
on Tuesday, March 24th was a mark- 
ed success. The lecturer, /Jr. II. It. 
Dowswell, gave an interesting and In- 
structive talk on "Office Management." 
This somewhat dry and unattractive 
title was followed by a 'erture of infinite 
and absorbing interest, especially to 
those fourth year men ahout to make 
their debut Into a world of keen busi- 
ness competition where system and 
art must bo combined If a successful 
career is to be ensured. Mr. Dows- 
well is the first McGill graduate from 
the Architectural course to address the 
association, and it is the hope of all 
that bo will be by no means be the 
last. 

Ten years ago, Mr. Dowswell assert* 
ed, he had been one of the six mem- 
bers comprising all the four years in 
architecture and he w.is agreeably sur-» 
prised to find that the total attend- 
ance Is now sixty. Mr. Dowswell has 
for some years held jesponslblo posi- 
tions tin the largest architects' offices 
both In New York and In this city. 
Thus It was with no mean knowledge 
of the manner In which Ihe business 
side of architecture Is conducted that 
he spoke. 

The lecturer pointed out the progress 
In the last four years in the commer- 
cial side of architecture. Men do not 
go In for architecture now purely for 
a love for art, but for what they can 
make out of It, nnd to make anything 
out of It, system Is necessary. 

Unity must be en sou raged in an 
office and the whole put under a sys- 
tem of management similar to that in 
any large commercial venture of to- 
day, liach department should have its 
head and sub-hend and individually all 
should be made responsible to their 
Immediate superiors, up to the senior 
partner ot the firm. All the work 
should pass .through his hands nnd as 
perfect a filing system as possible 
should be Installed to prevent disor- 
der. A system of receipt cards should 
be founded to keep tab on the contrac- 
tor, and nil Interviews tabulated to 
protect the client, and the architect 
himself. Mr. PowswjII went into the 
particulars as to the method to be em- 
ployed In accomplishing this end. The 
lecturer also nave a concise discre- 
tion of the progress of a commission 
from the time the Client Interviewed 
one of the rirm of a largo concern un- 
til Ihe building was completed by the 
contractor. 

Profesor Ludlow then adjourned the 
meeting after the business of the asso- 
ciation had been transacted, and the 
members were served with refresh- 
ments that pleasantly terminated a 
pleasant evening nnd the first and very 
successful season of the Architectural' 
Association.

Fourth, a 1 ' 
plan of the city, over nnd underground, should lie Immediately prepared, so 
that all pipe laying ami oilier construction may be done intelligently, just as 
an architect build- on careful plans drawn in measurement, Jlfth, the 
streets or Montreal are a reproach to the chy. and their condition, demands 
the considérât loo of a comprehensive scheme of Improvement to which the 
Hoard of Control sIhhiIiI give Immediate attention. sutb, the tramway 
question should he dealt with n« tr we were providing for a million people. 
There should be no over-crowding, which means that the Company must be 
forced to provide sunjeient «'»rs. I^iw fures. es|>otially for the working men 
and women, must be a feature of any new arrangement and double fares 
must lie abolished. I -ball Insist that no new franchise lie given to the 
present Company or any other company until It proves that It Is prepared 
to gltc the licst sertie* at the lowest cost to the city consistent with a fair 
return on the money Invested, and will deem It imperative that the company 
should Ik? put under bonds to carry out in good fnilh any arrangement ar- 
rived at. 

We can have u iN-autiriil city, n clean city. » healthy city, and intelligent 
civic administration as regards transportation, lighting, street paving, water 
supply, drainage, sca\englng. can make It such a city. I am prepared to 
work to the very utmost or my ability to bring about the desired result If 1 
gm elected.
